NHS reforms that 
no-one voted for 


T he Vale MP, 
Alun Cairns, 
writes anoth¬ 
er highly critical 
article on the 
Welsh NHS - this 
time attacking can¬ 
cer treatment.

Twenty NHS hospital 
trusts in the west coun¬ 
try are meeting to dis¬

Queues for beds are 
up 30 per cent, A & E 
waiting times up 31 per 
cent.

Cameron said: ‘Wo 
more top down reorgan¬ 
isation of the NHS”, 
knowing full well that if 
elected he would push 
through the biggest reor¬ 
ganisation since the 
NHS was created.

VALE PLANNING: 

COUNCILLORS 
HAVE TO LOOK AT 
THE FULL PICTURE’ 


T here have been a 
number of recent 
appeal cases where 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council has found it diffi¬ 
cult to defend decisions 
taken by the Planning 
Committee, and indeed, 
where costs have been 
awarded against the coun¬ 
cil. 

Whilst, any decision on 
an application will rest 
with members of the 
Planning Committee, 
those members have to 
take full account of all 
material factors, as pro¬ 
vided in reports to com¬ 


mittee when making deci¬ 
sions. On occasions, this 
makes decisions to refuse 
planning permission 
extremely difficult to 
defend - and, unfortunate¬ 
ly, this is sometimes the 
case, irrespective of the 
strength of feeling of local 
communities, especially 
when national and local 
policies seek to support 
particular developments, 
or where previous plan¬ 
ning decisions have 
already been taken. 

The council currently 
has a programme for 
development and training 


of Planning Committee 
members, and as 
Chairman since May, I 
will be working with offi¬ 
cers in developing the 
future programme. 

A key issue to be consid¬ 
ered at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity will relate to how 
the appeal process works, 
particularly in regard to 
weighing up all material 
factors so that we can do 
our utmost to take deci¬ 
sions which are sound and 
defensible on appeal.

Vale. My main reason 
for writing is that when 
I needed to re-apply for 
my badge (and I had my 
doctor’s support for 
this) I was told that I 
would not have my 
badge renewed. 

I had failed the new 
strict criteria: namely, I 
could walk ISOmetres - 
the stipulated criteria 
being lOOmetres. 

There are no provi¬ 
sions for other disabli- 
ties. I am 69 and have 
had two knee replace¬ 
ments, plus a further 
remedial on one - three 
in all; a hip replace¬ 
ment; a kidney removed 
due to cancer; and now 
an incisional hernia due 
to that operation. 

I am waiting for a con¬ 
sultant’s appointment 
for further treatment - 
these all within the last 
four years. 

While I find it diffi¬ 
cult some days to walk 
even 50 metres, I have 
been truthful, unlike 
some others who have 
obtained badges by 
being economical- 
with the truth, of whom 
I know several. 

The department that 
issues them cannot, or 
will not, do anything 
about it. 

My reason for apply¬ 
ing for the badge is that, 
due to my disabilities, I 
need to open my car 


door to its full extent, to 
enable me to exit and 
enter the driving or pas¬ 
senger seats. 

The normal parking 
spaces will not allow 
this but the disabled 
spaces do! 

This affects my basic 
human right to lead as 
much of a normal life as 
possible, going shop¬ 
ping, visits to doctor, 
trips and, most of all, 
my regular visits to 
Velindre for ongoing 
drug trials and observa¬ 
tions. 

It is only right that 
those who have severe 
difficulties in walking 
are the main criteria, but 
there are many, like 
myself, with other dis¬ 
abilities, who need the 
simple aid of a Blue 
Badge, to allow them to 
try to pursue a near to 
normal life. 

I’m sure that Dame 
Tanni Grey-Thompsom, 
Help the Aged, 

Mobility Wales, the 
Disabled Association 
and any person with a 
degree of commonsense 
and fairness, would 
agree with my senti¬ 
ments.. 

Please, I need that 
badge - it’s a real life¬ 
line.

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Appeal for return 
of A48 bus shelter

TREATS IN 
GOTHIC 
SPLENDOUR 


THE VALE-based 
Assembly Member, 
Andrew RT Davies, 
has had a meeting 
with local residents 
who are upset that 
the Vale Council 
has removed a bus 
shelter on the A48 
opposite the turn¬ 
ing for St Hilary. 

Mr Davies under¬ 
stands the shelter was 
removed by the council 
over two months ago in 
order to introduce dis¬ 
abled access for the bus 
route. 

However, local resi¬ 
dents have since been 
left without shelter 
from the elements. 

Mr Davies, who sus¬ 
pects the Vale Council 
has forgotten to replace 
it, said: “The Vale 
Council were right to 
address the very real 
issue of access to public 
transport for disabled 
people, and I welcome 
all attempts to improve 
access to services. 

“However, it is utter¬ 
ly shocking that they 
haven’t bothered to 
return the shelter. 

“The X2 route is a 
vital commuter link for 
residents of St Hilary 
and, given the dread¬ 
fully wet summer that

we have had to date, it 
is unacceptable to 
expect passengers to 
brave the elements in 
order to take the bus.” 

Mr Davies added: 
“It is also somewhat 
ironic that in attempt¬ 
ing to make bus travel 
appealing to disabled 
people, they have 
unwittingly made the 
experience even less 
so!” 

Andrew Loosemore, 
the Vale’s operational 
manager for highways 
and engineering, said a 
shelter was due to be 
constructed at the bus 
stop this week and that 
the delay had been due 
to manufacturing 
problems. 

Mr Loosemore told 
The GEM: “A new bus 
shelter has always been 
planned for installation 
at this location follow¬ 
ing the disabled access 
works. 

“The shelter has 
been on order for a 
number of weeks and 
was due to be fitted 
today (September 4). 

“Unfortunately, the 
supplier made some 
manufacturing errors 
which need adjust¬ 
ment. It is now hoped 
that the new shelter 
will be in place in the 
next couple of weeks.”

This was our intro¬ 
duction to his passion 
for collections. Paul and 
his wife Victoria bought 
the Abbey in 1997 and 
have spent 10 years 
restoring it to a building 
of Gothic Victorian 
splendour. 

The Abbey was built 
in 1884, on the site of a 
12th Century Cistercian 
Abbey. The setting is 
magnificent, nestling 
between the hills and 
overlooking some 
breathtaking landscapes. 

Members began a tour 
of the 52 rooms and 
marvelled at the artistic 
features. There were 
beautiful surrounds on 
the Rococo ceilings hand 
painted by Victoria, and 
subtle designs painted 
onto the wallpaper. 

Much of the furniture 
was made in Indonesia, 
in keeping with the 
Victorian theme. 

They admired huge 
collections of china dis¬ 
played in cabinets 
throughout the house, 
the beautiful pictures 
adorning the walls, 
many painted by a local 
artist. 

The snooker room 
was impressive, boasting 
a beautiful table and fea¬ 
turing scenes from the 
Arthurian legend. 

The bedrooms were 
varied, the larger rooms 
keeping to the Victorian 


theme, but the later 
rooms in the art deco 
style. The wardrobes 
were covered by masses 
of hat boxes - all shapes 
and sizes, many of 
which stored their 
Christmas decorations. 

Christmas is a huge 
event at Abbey Cwm 
Hir. The house is closed 
during October and 
every room is decorated 
and all have a Christmas 
tree.

The tour lasted for 
two hours and we then 
enjoyed a buffet lunch 
and, as the rain had 
finally stopped, were 
able to stroll around the 
beautiful gardens.

The second event was 
a sponsored walk in aid 
of Macmillan.

Foodbank is to open 
at Vale church 


A new foodbank is 
to be opened at a 
church in Dinas 
Powys - with vol¬ 
unteers saying 
demand is higher 
than ever. 

Since its launch in 
October 2011, organis¬ 
ers say the Vale 
Foodbank has provided 
free emergency food 
parcels to almost 1,600 
local people, 630 of 
them children. 

Susan Lloyd-Selby, 
the Vale Foodbank coor¬ 
dinator, told The GEM 
there had been an 
increase in need as front¬ 
line care professionals 
refer more of their 
clients. 

She explained: “Since 
April this year we have 
supported 110 local peo¬ 
ple who are in employ¬ 
ment but on low income 
and struggling to cope. 

“We have also noticed 
a significant increase in 
the number of people 
whose benefit payments 
have been delayed - in 
many instances, leaving 
them with no money to 
buy food for their chil¬ 
dren. 

“We want to make it

“It is shocking that 
there is such a need in 
our community. 

“More and more peo¬ 
ple are surviving on the 
edge. 

“Congratulations to 
Bethesda Chapel and the 
Trussell Trust for pro¬ 
viding very badly need¬ 
ed practical help. 

“When people who 
are in work find it diffi¬ 
cult to survive it shows 
how serious the situation 
has become. I fear that 
the economic circum¬ 
stances will worsen in 
the future,” Coun Franks 
added.

THOUSANDS of 
years of St 
Nicholas’ history is 
outlined in a new 
and invaluable 
book, ‘A Step Back 
- St Nicholas^ a 
Glamorganshire 
Parish^ by local his¬ 
tory expert, Neil 
Walklate. 

Looking as far back 
as 4,000BC, the author, 
who lived in the village 
for more than 20 years, 
traces the history of the 
parish and village up to 
the 20th century, and 
has also included 
detailed information 
about St Nicholas’ hous¬ 
es, farms and occupants. 

The author said: “I 
used to live in one of 
the oldest village cot¬ 
tages in St Nicholas, 
about which nothing 
was known. So what 
started out as a personal 
interest in one particular 
cottage and its previous 
occupants eventually 
developed into a general 
inquisitiveness about 
former villagers and 
parishioners, the houses 
they lived in and how 
they earned a living, 
often under difficult 
conditions. 

“Hopefully, the read¬ 
er will be able to con¬ 
jure up some idea of life 


in the parish through the 
centuries and millennia. 
Influxes of Romans, 
Saxons, Vikings, 
Normans and men and 
women from the West 
Country and Ireland, 
among others, have all 
contributed in their own 
different ways to the 
commuting village. 

“What emerged from 
my continuing research 
was the lifestyles, which 
over the centuries have 
completely vanished. It 
is a common story 
reflecting personal 
industriousness, wealthy 
benefactors and 
landowners, the pover¬ 
ty-stricken, self-suffi¬ 
ciency and the effects of 
the agricultural and 
industrial revolutions.” 

The reader will find 
detailed information 
about houses and farms, 
their occupants and fam¬ 
ily trees of those fami¬ 
lies who have long 
parish associations. 

Three families - the 
Earl’s, Powell’s and 
Wright’s - also provide 
evidence of local indus¬ 
try and enterprise in a 
changing world where 
agriculture was chal¬ 
lenged by the industrial 
revolution as provider of 
employment.

Regeneration 
has boosted 
investment 


THE Vale Council 
has issued a report 
updating council¬ 
lors on how the £9.8 
million of Welsh 
Government cash 
aiming at regenerat¬ 
ing Barry has been 
spent so far. 

The report, which 
went before the economy 
and environment scrutiny 
committee on Tuesday 
(September 4) reminded 
councillors that the origi¬ 
nal three-year timescale 
of the project had now 
been extended to four. 

In the first year of the 
scheme (2010/11), £3 
million was spent, with 
£2.5 million spent the 
following year 

( 2011 / 12 ). 

The report says it is 
anticipated that £1 mil¬ 
lion will be spent in 
2012/13, and then the 
final £3.3 million in 
2013/14. 

Councillors were told 
that spending the regen¬ 
eration money had 
attracted further invest¬ 
ment in the town. 

The report said: “Over 
£1 million of public 
realm improvements 
unlocked a further £1.2 
million of investment for 
the Castleland Renewal 
Area Housing Facelift 
Programme in 2011/12. 

“Also, more than £1.5 
million invested in the 
Innovation Quarter 
helped to secure a new 
£7.5 million, 68 job hotel 
and restaurant develop¬ 
ment.” 

The report also said 
that more than £400,000 
had been spent to 
improve wellbeing in 


disadvantaged areas, and 
£1.8 million had been 
spent on upgrading 
indoor and outdoor 
leisure facilities. 

A key decision of the 
Partnership Board in 
moving forward was the 
use of the remaining 
funding available in 
2013/14 and decisions 
relating to how the 
money would be invest¬ 
ed. 

The report went on to 
say that the Welsh 
Government’s team was 
also seeking to make 
strategic links to max¬ 
imise the benefits of the 
nearby St Athan-Cardiff 
Airport Enterprise Zone. 

Also under investiga¬ 
tion was the potential for 
putting a new campus for 
Cardiff and Vale College 
on Barry Waterfront. 

Councillors were also 
reminded that, in 
February 2012, the 
Welsh Government 
began a policy review of 
approaches to regenera¬ 
tion, looking in particular 
at ways to renew seaside 
towns and town centres. 

As part of this review, 
the Welsh Government 
commissioned teams of 
consultants to evaluate 
town centres in all the 
regeneration areas across 
Wales, and also to exam¬ 
ine the issues around sea¬ 
side resorts. 

By now, says the 
report, councillors and 
also the Barry 
Regeneration Board will 
have been consulted. 

The next step is likely 
to be a period of formal 
consultation, starting in 
October. After that, a pol¬ 
icy will be announced in 
February 2013.

Miri Mieri garden 
looks to the future 


TWO years ago Miri Mieri 
family garden started from a 
small bramble patch near 
Llantonian Hall in Llantwit 
Major, on a sloping site with 
every hazard imaginable. 

Now we are taking a good look at 
what we have done so far, and how we 
should move forward. 

So far more than 50 families have 
used the garden, for all ages up to 89. 

We have sown and planted a large 
range of vegetables, herbs and fruit, 
with more or less success. 

We’ve had ‘Apple Day’ and open 
days, and had sessions sowing tree 
seeds, making bat and bird boxes and 
feeders, and other fun activities. 

Our Marrow-thon raised over £50 
for Llantwit First Responders. 

We’ve enhanced the site to encour¬ 
age wildlife, young and old enjoying 
close encounters with wild creatures 
(apart from a few worm-phobic 
mums!). 

We have done this on an almost- 
zero budget. We made four East- 
African-style vegetable beds using old 
tyres, which recycle a waste material, 
and have been easy to use, costing 
nothing. 

Plants have been donated and 
swapped, as have the seeds, two com¬ 
post bins, and other materials. 

Unfortunately, we are not permitted 
to use machinery in the garden, making 
it impossible to keep the surrounding 
grass tidy. 

The tyre-beds have served their pur¬ 
pose, but we have new plans for them.

THE Vale Council 
is launching a 
crackdown on resi¬ 
dents who leave 
black bin bags out 
on non-collection 
days and do not 
recycle. 

Cleansing staff sup¬ 
ported by rapid response 
teams will be assessing 
refuse problems over 
the next few months, 
particularly in areas 
with multiple occupancy 
dwellings such as flats, 
where residents are 
more likely to suffer 
waste storage problems 
between collections. 

All reported incidents 
of black bags being 
placed out for collection 
on the wrong day will 
be investigated and the 
contents of these bags 
will be examined. 

Where possible, resi¬ 
dents will be visited at 
their homes and asked 
to explain why they 
have placed bags out for 
collection on the incor¬ 
rect day. 

They will be remind¬ 
ed of the recycling serv¬ 
ices provided by the 
council, as well as the 
dates of collections. 

New recycling boxes 
and kitchen and kerb- 
side caddies and bags 
will be issued as neces¬ 
sary. 

The council devised 
the scheme to tackle 
waste left on streets in 


response to concerns 
raised by residents to 
this growing problem. 

Council Leader Neil 
Moore said: “We are 
aware that some resi¬ 
dents have storage prob¬ 
lems and this issue will 
have to be considered. 

“What is clear, 
regrettably, is people 
often neglect to recycle 
all the items they can. 
Perhaps through apathy 
or sometimes a lack of 


awareness, they place 
these items in their 
black bin bags instead. 

“Scavenging animals 
easily shred black bags 
and this blights the local 
area. Clearly, if lockable 
food caddies were used, 
this would not be such 
an on-going problem. 

“Evidently this can 
no longer continue and 
addressing this problem 
is one of our administra¬ 
tion commitments.”

JOHN NICHOL’S 
face first appeared 
on television look¬ 
ing battered and 
bruised when, as 
navigator of an 
RAF Tornado dur¬ 
ing the first Gulf 
War, he was shot 
down, captured, 
tortured and made 
to ‘confess’ by 
Saddam Hussein’s 
men. 

Since then, he has 
written books and made 
several films as a broad¬ 
caster, flying in iconic 
aircraft to interview 
pilots and crews on real- 
life missions. Members 
of Penarth Aviation soci¬ 
ety will see three of his 
films at their next meet¬ 
ing on Friday, 

September 7. 

In one, he is flying 
with the crew of a 
Dakota DC-3, which has 
been called ‘probably 
the most famous trans¬ 
port aeroplane in histo¬ 
ry’ to give an insider’s 
view of what it is like to 
pilot one. 

The DC-3 is the civil¬ 
ian version of the C-47 
military Dakota which 
was first flown in 1935. 
Nearly 2,000 C-47s were 
sent from the US to the 
UK under the Lease- 
Lend programme during 


World War Two and they 
were used in every the¬ 
atre of the war, especial¬ 
ly in Burma and the D- 
day landings. The DC-3 
in which Nichol flies is 
still a world-standard 
civilian airliner. 

In his second film, he 
is on a flight over South 
Africa in an English 
Electric Lightning, the 
first jet fighter in the 
world capable of super¬ 
sonic speed. 

Lightning pilots said 
flying it was “like being 
saddled to a sky rocket”. 

The Lightning was 
used by the RAL for aer¬ 
obatics in air shows 
before being stood down 
in the 1980s, but three 
were kept flying in Cape 
Town. 

The third film will 
show Nichol in a MiG- 
29, the most famous 
Russian fighter of the 
Cold War years, a twin 
jet-engine fighter capa¬ 
ble of 1,455 kph and 
very manoeuvrable - 
James Bond would have 
known all about it!

The politics of personality 


T he idea that 
there are two 
kinds of 

British citizens, one 
lot born to rule and 
one lot born to be 
ruled, has been a 
favourite with 
Conservative voters 
for 200 years. 

The suggestion of Lib 
Dems about the House 
of Lords - democratic 
voting for all those who 
wield power in the land 
- is quite unacceptable 
to Tories. 

While pretending to 
accept democracy as the 
only possible justifica¬ 
tion for political power, 
they have fought a rear¬ 
guard action against it, 
until recently, when they 


discovered a form of 
democracy which suits 
them perfectly - 
celebrity elections. 

This exactly fits the 
politics of Mr David 
Cameron, as a form of 
celebrity populism, 
rather than democracy - 
that the citizens will vote 
for some TV soap per¬ 
sonality or perhaps 
Olympic athlete, or 
Joanna Lumley or Ester 
Rantzen, to become the 
appointed mayor of a 
city, or police commis¬ 
sioner. 

This is personality 
politics taken to a new 
level, supported by the 
media, who never dis¬ 
cuss the principles of 
political parties, and 
rarely even their poli¬ 


cies, but only the per¬ 
sonalities. 

The Coalition’s eco¬ 
nomic policies are 
destroying our country, 
but TV comment is only 
about ‘Osborne’s 
Obstinacy’, as if the 
responsibility was only 
one man’s. 

As time advances, we 
are going backwards to a 
new form of autocratic 
feudalism.

Tom said the range of 
work was varied and 
cutting edge. 

“The work varies and 
you get called out to 
machines in different 
places, meeting differ¬ 
ent people. It’s a bridge 
between work and col¬ 
lege and I’m looking 
forward to the day

WINNERS OF AWARDS FOR WILDLIFE 
ANNOUNCED AT THE VALE SHOW 


THE winners of the 
Awards for Wildlife 
competition were pre¬ 
sented with their tro¬ 
phies at the Vale of 
Glamorgan Show. 

CLASS I: Projects by 
schools, colleges or other 
education centres: 1st - 
Cadoxton Nursery School; 
2nd - Bute Cottage Nursery 
School; 3rd - Cogan 
Nursery School. Highly 
commended - All Saints 
CAV Primary School. 

The judge commented: 
“All entries deserved a spe¬ 
cial congratulation this 
year, not only for providing 
fantastic havens for 
wildlife, but also for coping 
so admirably with the dis¬ 
mal summer. The unseason¬ 
able rain and wind is hav¬ 
ing such a damaging impact 
on native wildlife, making 
the school ground nature 
reserves even more impor¬ 
tant for wildlife. 

“Many schools visited 
demonstrated how they 
have made the very most of 
their space for wildlife and 
outdoor learning, whilst 
other grounds showed great 


opportunity and ambition, 
which is very encouraging. 

“It is very rewarding 
when judging school 
grounds to see past recom¬ 
mendations being put into 
practice and so happily 
adopted by schools and 
their pupils. 

The dedication of staff 
to create and maintain 
these wildlife areas is 
paving the way for a 
brighter, where wildlife and 
wildlife habitats is truly 
appreciated. 

“All entries should be 
very proud of the nature 
reserves they have created 
in their school grounds and 
the conservation work they 
have done for local wildlife 
in the Vale of Glamorgan.” 
Cadoxton 

Nursery 

“The school stood out 
this year for the way in 
which they have utilised all 
aspects of the school 
grounds to create habitats 
for wildlife and opportuni¬ 
ties for children to learn 
about wildlife. 

“Wildlife and wildlife 
habitats on the school 


grounds are part of every¬ 
day children’s activities, 
which was clearly demon¬ 
strated on the day. 
Enthusiastic and eager chil¬ 
dren were able to identify 
various invertebrates and 
showed real delight in find¬ 
ing new species and learn¬ 
ing about them. 

“Important wildlife habi¬ 
tats such as ponds, dense 
scrub and woodland have 
been connected to each 
other by hedgerows and 
rough grassland areas, 
which are providing even 
more habitat and helping 
invertebrates move around 
the school grounds more 
freely and in turn provide 
food for other wildlife such 
as hedgehogs and breeding 
birds. 

“Breeding birds and 
invertebrates will also bene¬ 
fit considerably by the large 
area of bramble scrub, 
which is allowed to 
encroach into the play area 
from the adjacent land. 
Often bramble scrub is the 
first habitat to disappear 
because it looks too 
unsightly. Here, bramble is 
actively encouraged and 


used as part of everyday 
learning and accepted and 
important habitat. 

“As well as natural and 
created habitats the school 
has numerous other fea¬ 
tures, including nest boxes, 
log piles and bug hotels, 
which children helped cre¬ 
ate provide important tools 
to learning about wildlife. 

“Of particular interest 
has been the creation of the 
small meadow to the front 
of the school, where longer 
grass and other flowering 
plants have been allowed to 
flourish and goes to further 
demonstrate how the school 
is an excellent example of 
what can be achieved in a 
relatively small urban 
area.” 

CLASS 2: Projects by 
voluntary groups or indus¬ 
trial or commercial busi¬ 
ness, including farms: 
Winner - Cwmtalwg 
Woodlands Residents 
Association. 

“I was very impressed 
with this magnificent wood¬ 
land site when I first 
judged the competition in 
2010.1 placed the 
Cwmtalwg Woodlands 


Residents Group first then 
and I have no hesitation in 
doing so again in 2012. 

“Unfortunately, time was 
against us once again and it 
was not possible to visit all 
three elements of the 
woods. However, it is still 
clear that the Cwmtalwg 
Woodlands Residents 
Group (CWRG) has put 
both community utility and 
wildlife at the very heart of 
their activities. 

“Community involve¬ 
ment and engagement with¬ 
in the woodland reserve is 
evident and was perfectly 
illustrated by the anecdote 
of how part of the wood¬ 
land’s path network was 
rerouted to better reflect 
the needs and use by the 
local community, while the 
former route was left to re¬ 
colonise naturally. The 
wood’s wildlife has benefit¬ 
ed through the maintenance 
and encouragement of nat¬ 
ural diversity rather than 
“gardening”. 

“The CWRG do an 
excellent job that I hope 
continues long into the 
future,” the judge conclud¬ 
ed. 
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Stiller and Vaughn’s comedy 
is hardly worth Watch-ing 


A liens are 
invariably a 
tough little 
race. In the last 12 
months they've 
fought with cow¬ 
boys, torn Michael 
Fassbender's head 
clean off and bat¬ 
tled against the 
might of the 
Avengers; but they 
are still coming 
back for more. 

This time, though, 
they may have bitten 
off more than they can 
chew in the shape of a 
neighbourhood watch 
team! 

In The Watch, Ben 
Stiller, Jonah Hill, 

Vince Vaughn and 
Britain's own Richard 
Ayoade are the titular 
group, formed to give 
them something to do 
in their sleepy suburb. 
However, the group 
may be humanity's last 
hope when they find 
themselves matched up 
against some visitors 
from outer space who 
are anything but friend¬ 
ly... 

Chances are if 
you’ve seen any come¬ 
dy film starring either 
Ben Stiller, Vince 
Vaughn or Jonah Hill in 
the last two years then 
The Watch will hardly 
take you by surprise; 
throw in a tired plot 
about alien invasion 


and a bunch of well- 
intentioned, if misguid¬ 
ed, individuals trying to 
stop it and it will take 
you even less by sur¬ 
prise, the film feeling 
like a tired, seen-it-all- 
before piece that offers 
very little in the way of 
freshness or cutting 
edge. 

Given that the film 
was written by Seth 
Rogen and Evan 
Goldberg (behind the 
likes of Superbad and 
Pineapple Express) 
along with Jared Stern, 
you would expect the 
film to be hugely funny 
while harking back to 
the staple gemes that 
they grew up with, 
much like their previ¬ 
ous work; however 
save for a few moments 
that raise laughs, you 
will be unmoved by the 
comedy on show, the 
gags lazily written and 
unfocused. 

The cast were seem¬ 
ingly also allowed to 
improvise on set but 
that heralds even less 
comedy gold, the stars 
simply rehashing their 
public personas on the 
screen, all too familiar 
to fans of their work, 
while newcomer 
Ayoade, while certainly 
an amusing performer, 
simply resorts to the 
same basic level as his 
co-stars. 

The performances 
are no better with all of 


the stars delivering the 
most perfunctory of 
turns brought back 
from past glories - 
Stiller echoing his 
Night At The Museum 
character, Vaughn echo¬ 
ing his turn in Old 
School and Hill return¬ 
ing to his role in 27 
Jump Street. 

A Saturday Night 
Live alumnus, Akiva 
Schaffer, takes the 
director’s chair for the 
first time since the hid¬ 
den gem that is Hot 
Rod, but while the 
budget is bigger, the 
direction is weaker. 
Certainly he throws in 
some nice visual tics 
and doesn’t show a lack 
of confidence in terms 
of using the budget, but 
it feels a little under¬ 
done stylistically. 

His handle of come¬ 
dy direction works 
despite the shortcom¬ 
ings of the cast, but the 
scale of the film isn’t 
emphasized by the 
director. 

The overwhelming 
feeling of The Watch is 
that of talented people 
pooling their resources 
to make something to 
satisfy themselves 
rather than the audi¬ 
ence. Certainly some 
people may find the 
film funny and enjoy 
watching the cast riff 
on their personas, but it 
all feels incredibly 
tired, lazy and lacklus-

ter - on that basis. The 
Watch is a film that cer¬ 
tainly isn’t worth 
watching!

PENARTH ANB DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


Ramblers enjoy the sights 
and sounds of village life 


A ugust Bank Holiday was rained 
off, so the planned walk by 
Penarth and District Ramblers 
took place one day later, when six walk¬ 
ers joined Joy at Rhoose railway station 
before they headed inland through 
Rhoose village and around the western 
side of Cardiff International Airport to 
reach the Highwayman Inn. 

By lane and harvested fields, they passed under 
the B4265 towards Penmark and had to be very 
careful not to tread on a variety of chickens that 
were running freely along the footpath before 
heading downhill through the boggy River 
Waycock valley to Pen-onn, which was the birth¬ 
place of lolo Morgannwg or Ned of Glamorgan, 
famed for the part he played in Welsh literature and 
the revival of Bardic traditions leading to what has 
become the National Eisteddfod. 

Reaching Llancarfan via a quiet lane, they 
enjoyed morning coffee at the pretty St Cadoc’s 
Church before going inside. After IGng Henry 
VI11 split with Rome, Papal influence was 
frowned upon and in order to encourage Protestant 
reform, all decorative pictures of culture and belief 
were, by order of the King, whitewashed out. 

With care and patience, ochre wall paintings 
were discovered under at least 20 layers of white¬ 
wash inside the church and are extremely beautiful. 

Having walked along beside the Nant Llancarfan 
River with its pretty ford, the group climbed up 
through fields, past the new green-roofed anaerobic 
digester and made their way to Llanbethery which 
consists of one main road and is situated on a 
plateau between the Thaw and Nant Llancarfan 
valleys. 

Some old stone stiles and fields still containing 
crops were navigated before the group reached 
Llancadle for a well-earned lunch in glorious warm 
sunshine. 

A path led upwards through Castle Wood to 
Eonmon estate land which had been cleared fol¬ 
lowing the recent Vale Show and having passed the 
duck pond at Eonmon, the group headed down to 
the coast via the thatched Blue Anchor which has 


been an inn since 1380. 

There were Roman settlements along this coast¬ 
line, but during the 16th century a small thriving 
harbour was in evidence at Aberthaw which no 
doubt was involved in the smuggling trade that was 
rife along the Bristol Channel. 

The course of the River Thaw, that passes 
between east and west Aberthaw, was changed 
when Aberthaw Power Station was built during the 
1960s. 

Circumnavigating the lake at Pleasant Harbour, 
the group paused on the Wales coast path by the 
sea defence wall for refreshments and gazed at the 
salt lagoons and across to the hazy Somerset coast¬ 
line. 

Avoiding the temptation to stay, they crossed the 
salt flats, ascended cliff steps to Fontygary Caravan 
Park and made their return past the old limestone 
quarry and fields at Rhoose Point after passing 
through a total of seven villages.

Remove from the 
heat, and stir in oat 
flakes, apricots and 
toasted coconut until 
well combined. Pour 
the mixture into 
greaseproof lined tray 
(approximately 
23x32cm). 

Bake at 150/gas 
mark 3 for 20-25 min¬ 
utes. 

Pineapple and car¬ 
rot cake with cream 
cheese frosting: 
Ingredients: 

225ml sunflower 
oil; 275g soft brown 
sugar; one vanilla 
pod; four medium 
eggs; 300g plain 
flour; two teaspoons 
bicarbonate of soda; 
two teaspoons ground 
cinnamon; three 
medium carrots, 
peeled and grated; 
425g fresh crushed 
pineapple; lOOg sul¬ 
tanas. 



For the frosting: six 
tablespoons cream 
cheese; 75g butter, 
softened; 200g icing 
sugar. 

Method: 

Heat the oven to 
180/Gas mark 4. 
Grease and line a

Stir 
well with a wooden 
spoon. 

Mix in the grated 
carrots, sultanas and 
pineapple. Pour into 
the baking tray and 
level out. Bake for 45 
minutes to one hour.

CAB calls for help over 
expensive school uniforms 


THE Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Citizens Advice 
Bureau says that 
cash-strapped local 
parents are being 
put under pressure 
by school uniform 
policies. 

The organisation says 
that too many schools 
still insist that uniform 
items can only be 
bought from an exclu¬ 
sive supplier, instead of 
letting parents take 
advantage of cheaper 
deals from supermarkets 
and high street chains. 

The CAB says that 
some even compel par¬ 
ents to buy items from 
the school itself - often 


at twice the price they 
might pay for the same 
clothing elsewhere - 
with profits going 
towards school funds. 

The chief executive 
of Vale of Glamorgan 
CAB, Jane Clay, said: 
“As hundreds of young 
people prepare to return 
to school this 
September, we’re seeing 
more and more families 
struggling with how 
they are going to cope 
with the high costs of 
school uniforms and kit. 

“In such economical¬ 
ly pressured times, 
schools should help 
struggling families keep 
costs down. 

“We want schools to 
make uniforms avail¬ 
able from a wide selec- 


Reader’s vision for 
Cemetery Approach 


T O my knowl¬ 
edge, the 
public open 
space at Cemetery 
Approach has been 
ignored and neg¬ 
lected for at least 
the last 35 to 40 
years, and now the 
Vale council is ask¬ 
ing people to put 
their suggestions 
forward for this 
sensitive area. 

I strongly suggest that 
we are being guided into 
the idea of transforming 
the eastern side of 
Cemetery Approach into 
allotments (even by our 
local councillors of 
Gibbonsdown). This will 
not only cost the council 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds, it is sacrilege in 
this day and age to cut 
down over 100 healthy 
trees. 

Where would the 
allotment holders park, 
as there are no parking 
areas for the present 
allotment holders? 

Steps should be taken 
to improve the natural 
beauty of this special 
area, and to protect the 
local wildlife that has 
made this area their 
home over the years of 
our neglect. This 
includes 14 species of 
birds (including bats) 


and frogs, toads, newts 
and slow worms (a pro¬ 
tected species) just to 
name a few. 

The eastern side of 
Cemetery Approach 
should be converted into 
a unique urban wildlife 
centre, with pathways 
and benches around the 
area, bird nest boxes fit¬ 
ted to trees, and a 
wildlife pond in the cen¬ 
tre. 

Selected shrubs and 
bushes would supply the 
birds with food through¬ 
out the seasons. 

A wildlife centre 
could be open to the 
public and provide edu¬ 
cational opportunities for 
local schools. 

On Cemetery 
Approach roadway, the 
missing trees in the cen¬ 
tre of the road should be 
replaced, and there 
should be raised flower 
beds surrounding the 
trees. 

The south side of 
Cemetery Approach 
should be a garden of 
remembrance with open 
spaces, benches and 
flowering shrubs and 
bushes, with the possi¬ 
bility of a cafeteria or 
florist on the comer 
opposite the cemetery 
gates. This area could be 
overseen by the ceme¬ 
tery staff.

# Make sure uni¬ 
forms are available 
from a range of outlets 
rather than one sole 
supplier. 

# Offer sew-on 
badges that can be put 
on plain clothing. 


• Encourage recy¬ 
cling or swap schemes. 

• Go for colours that 
can be carried over 
from one school to the 
next. 

• Appoint a gover¬ 
nor to keep a check on 
the affordability of 
parental expenditure. 

Jane Clay added: 
“Vale of Glamorgan 
CAB saw a parent 
recently who, with five 
dependent children, 
could not afford to pay 
for her child’s school 
uniform. 

“Although the family 
are in receipt of a low 
income, they did not 
qualify for the Welsh 
Assembly grant avail¬ 
able. Even if they had, 
the grant would not 
have covered the whole 
cost of the uniform and 
would only cover her 
children when they 
transferred schools.”

MOTORING WITH TIM SAUNDERS 


‘I was swayed 
over to white’ by 
Renault Megane 



The Renault Megane Hatch looks great in white. 


I ’VE never real¬ 
ly been a fan of 
white cars 
because they look 
bland and quickly 
get dirty - but 
when I took deliv¬ 
ery of the Renault 
Megane Hatch GT 
Line finished in 
striking glacier 
white, I was 
swayed. 

On driving the five- 
door hatchback, other 
motorists keep a 
respectful distance. And 
then the penny drops, 
they must think it is a 
police car and, perhaps 
because I am wearing a 
blue shirt, it makes 
them think twice. 

It really is strange 
though, no undertaking, 
cutting me up or taking 
me on in the way that 
many motorists love to 
do when they see a new 
car on the road. 

The third generation 
Megane is a capable 
family hatchback, tar¬ 
geting the Ford Focus 
and Vauxhall Astra. In 
comparison to the com¬ 
petition it does have 
character, albeit in a 
clinical French sort of 
way. 

Build quality is 
strong and the black 
interior - a combination 
of cloth seats and black 
plastic - does the job 
well as you can see by 
my video at 
testdrives.biz. 

There’s plenty of 
room in the back. And 
there’s a TomTom sat 
nav fitted as standard 
for those geographically 
challenged motorists 
such as myself. 

Its six speed manual 
gearbox is a pleasure to 
use, but the vehicle 
feels as if it is a 1.6 
rather than a plucky 2- 
litre - I’ve had to check 
the spec three times to 
be certain. 

Renault has done 
away with the tradition¬ 
al handbrake - replacing 
it with a switch, in com¬ 
mon with many other 
manufacturers. 

That’s all very well, 
but hill starts always 
bother me in these cars 
as faffing about with the 
handbrake switch is not 
as quick as a standard 
handbrake and I always 
get confused whether I 
should push it down or 
pull it up - although I 
shouldn’t as it is very 
simple. What does this 
say about me? 

Then there’s the time 
it takes to engage and 
disengage. If the hand¬ 
brake switch isn’t used 
the driver has to be 
quick with the clutch 
and accelerator or risk 
rolling back into the 
inevitable vehicle 
behind. 

Equipped with a sim¬ 
ple to use cruise control. 


this petrol Megane 
returns over 50mpg or 
more than 500 miles on 
a tank. The trouble with 
the cruise control is that 
it only works reliably on 
the flat. 

I set it to 29mph 
going down a hill with a 
speed camera at the bot¬ 
tom and it actually 
reaches 41mph before I 
have to intervene. 

It doesn’t cut through 
the wind as well as 
some cars do - admit¬ 
tedly it is tested on a 
particularly windy day. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: “Renault 
caused a real stir when 
it launched the 2002 
Megane with its angular 
styling and distinctive 
rear. This new Renault 
Megane is a huge 
improvement in terms 
of interior quality, ride 
and handling, but sadly 
it lacks the same styling 
flair and looks conven¬ 
tional as a result. 

“The good news is 
that it is far better to 
drive, thanks to an 
advanced steering sys¬ 
tem, plus there’s more 
room inside. The new 
Megane is now 8kg 
lighter than its predeces¬ 
sor, even though it’s 
10cm longer. 


Aerodynamics have 
been improved and, as a 
result, C02 emissions 
have been reduced by 
between two and 
lOg/km, while fuel 
economy has improved 
by between 0.9 and 4.2 
mpg. 

“Around 12 per cent 
of the plastics used in 
the Megane’s construc¬ 
tion - an average of 
22kg - are sourced from 
recycled materials. 

“The Megane also 
has a fully galvanised 
engine sub-frame and 
wax-injected hollow 
sections, which means 
all models are sold with 
a 12-year anti-corrosion 
warranty.” 

Renault has risen to 
the challenge set by 
demanding motorists 
and produced a good 
all-round family car. 

Certainly worth con¬ 
sidering.
